CAMELLIA FLOWERED BEGONIAS 


You can grow Camellia Flowered Begonias just as beautiful as those on the 
cover of this folder but you must remember that they do not like hot weather. 
Start them early in shallow flats even with the surface of the soil. After 
sprouting, transplant 8 inches deep in individual pots at least 5 inches in 
diameter. Keep them cool but do not let them freeze or become frostbitten. 
The rest is easy. Hight large (142”—2” Diam) bulbs all different including 
two shades of red only $1.00. 


PLANTER 


Attractive forest green metal planter with baked on enamel finish. Has 
four side drainage holes which provide excellent drainage. Ideal for Begonias 
or other pot plants requiring good drainage (most do), Large enough (over 
6” wide) and deep enough (over 6” deep) to give your plants “growing 
room”. Contains enough soil to stay moist for several days between water- 
ings. Give your Begonias and other house plants a chance—plant them in 
a properly designed container, These are mass produced locally and cost 
less than common clay pots the same size. Our price just 25¢ each. 


PEAT MOSS 


If you have good potting soil don’t waste your money on peat moss but if 
your soil is too sandy or “packs too tight” the addition of 25% peat moss 
will do wonders. Peat Moss promotes good root growth but is no substi- 
tute for fertilizer. Enough peat to mix with the soil in six 6” planters—25¢. 


AMARYLLIS

ANEMONES And RANUNCULUS

plant as soon as the ground can be worked.

(Acidanthera) 


This gorgeous flower has the shape and color of a lovely white orchid, with 
pure white petals and a violet carmine throat. 


The bloom is 3 to 4 inches across, which is slightly smaller than an orchid 
which makes them much easier to arrange. 


Although the blooms resemble orchids, the flower actually belongs to an 
entirely different species and is much easier to grow than the true orchid and it 
is also very much more fragrant.

Our map at the extreme right is designed to“aid you in selecting the 
varieties for your location. Soil in most of the East and Southeast is already 
acid but if your local soil happens to contain too much lime this can be 
easily counteracted by the use of an acid fertilizer. 5; 


We are now offering both Ist year and 2nd year plants. There is little 
difference in the size since both have been kept cut back, but the 2nd 
year plants are heavier rooted and have sturdier stems. 


Many of the 2nd year plants will bloom this Spring. In general, the Ist 
year plants will not bloom until one year later.

Scattered 
blooms over a long period of time. This is 
a cold weather azalea. Does not bloom 
reliably in the Deep South. 


DWARF cones i, ti & IID 


CORAL BELL Coral Pink, double, hardy. 
SNOW White, compact. double, hardy. 
HINODEGIRI Red, compact, very hardy. (ALL ZONES) 


CAMELLIAS 


The Aristocrat of Southern Gardens 


These plants are grown in open beds without the “benefit” of glass. They 
are a real bargain but they should not be confused with balled and burlapped 
field grown specimen plants. 


CAMELLIA SASANQUAS: As camellias go, this specie is very hardy. Re- 
ports as to just how hardy are conflicting but it is our opinion that they 
may be grown in Zones I, II and III. 


Sasanquas are not suitable for corsage work or cutting. They are hardier 
and freer blooming than the Camellia Japonicas and we recommend them 
for landscape use. 


SNOW ON THE "  Semi-double white. Very profuse. Our favorite 
MOUNTAIN 

ROSEA Large single flowers of brilliant pink. 
SLENDERLEE Watermelon pink, limber weeping foliage. 
WHITE BUTTERFLY White with pink blush. Single. 
CLEOPATRA Cherry red, single. Very compact growth. 


Dark green foliage. 


CAMELLIA JAPONICAS: Where they can be grown, the Camellia Japonica 
is generally considered the most desirable specie of camellia. The blooms 
are very satisfactory for cutting and corsages. 


SARAH FROST Full double rose pink, flat bloom with rose- 
bud center. 2 ft. branched. 50¢. 

PINK PERFECTION Full double delicate shade of shell pink, flat 
bloom. 12” to 15” unbranched. 35¢. 

BRILLIANT Full double red, flat bloom. 12” to 15” un- 
branched.
